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Special Town Meeting? 


Something’s not right when 
there’s a demand for a special 
town meeting a few short days 
after an annual town meeting. <A 
week ago Monday the town voted 
leave to withdraw on a number of 
articles asking street acceptances, 
but at the end of the meeting it 
voted that “it be the sense of the 
meeting that the Board of Public 
Works should plow private ways.” 
A test case was not long in com- 
ing. Plenty of snow arrived to 
provide a real chance for the 
townspeople to see whether their 
end-of-the-meeting vote meant any- 
thing to the Board of Public 
Works, and apparently it didn’t. 
The private ways were not plowed. 


Small wonder then that there 
should be a demand for a special 
town meeting. (But what good could 
such a meeting do? The annual 
meeting was told that the town 
counsel had declared that in his 
opinion under the new statutes the 
town meeting could not legally ac- 
cept any street until the board of 
Survey had approved the plan and 
the selectmen had laid out the 
street. A special town meeting 
would be told the same thing, and 
it is fair to assume that any ac- 
tion the town would take to accept 
such a street would be invalid un- 
less those prior steps were taken. 
A special town meeting could again 
vote that it was the sense of the 
meeting that these private ways 
should be plowed. It really couldn’t 
do any more than that, and _ it 
would only mean that the town was 
spending money for a special town 
meeting that could be nothing 
more than a waste of the taxpay- 
er’s time. 

There must be some way in 
which this problem can be worked 
out fairly for all concerned, for the 
people on these private ways, for 
the town officials and for the gen- 
eral public. These laws and these 
rules were passed to help the pub- 
lic, and they should be obeyed. 
And yet the people on these courts 
have been plowed out for many 
years, and in all fairness, with re- 
gard for the public safety, they 
should still be plowed out. To pre- 
vent this is the ruling that public 
money can’t be spent on private 
land—and that’s a mighty good 
ruling. The Board of Public Works 
would be condemned for doing it, 
just as it is now condemned for 
not doing it. 

It would seem that the most 
businesslike way to handle the 
problem would be for the survey 
board to transmit to the petition- 
ers in black and white its reasons 
for not approving their plan. Then 
those petitionars should consult 
with their surveyor, and get things 
straightened out, with the survey 
board standing ready to hold meet- 
ings at any time to answer ques- 
tions and to aid in solving prob- 
lems. We feel sure that they would 
be very willing to do this. The same 
procedure should apply with the 
selectmen. Then a town meeting 
can legally accept the streets which

I’m sorry that I didm’t write 
sooner but due to circumstances 
here it was impossible. On arriving 
in Boston at 8:15 it took till 4 
o'clock before we had finally got 
through being examined. Then we 
had to wait there till 7 o’clock be- 
fore the train that we were to take 
arrived. 

“We finally reached Camp Ed- 
wards at 10 o’clock Friday night. 
They gave us a short pep talk on 
arriving, and gave us a light lunch 
of burnt beans and what not be- 
fore going to bed. Well, anyways, 
with all that, that went on that 
night, after reaching camp, we fi- 
nally got to bed at 1 a.m. 

“No sooner hhad we fell off to 
sleep than a strange whistle woke 
us up. To our disappointment it 
was time to get up, 5:30. After 
breakfast, still in our civilian cloth- 
ing, we left in army trucks for the 
supply house to be outfitted. It 
was an awful day. It was snowing, 
raining, and what not. We got 
about 5 inches of slush, so you 
can imagine how it wasi drilling 
Monday after raining all day Sun- 
day. 

“Well, as I was Saying, we left 
for the supply house. They marched 
us along a long counter and dished 
out the clothes piece by piece. If 
you say you wear a 15 ghirt they 
sive you a 15% and so on. So when 
wa fnally got settled we swapped 
among each other till we got a 
rivht fit. Boy, I certainly want to 
tell you if there ever was such a 
thing as Rookies we were it! I 
would still like to come in contact 
with someone with a size 15 shirt 
for a 15% and I’ll have a pretty 
good outfit. 


“Well now, getting right along on 


our drilling_we go out at 7:30 


a.m, until 11:30 a.m., then go back 


qt 1 p.m, until 5 p.m. So you see 
they don’t Waste” much time, They 
have us on the run all’ the’ tine, 
But the best part of it is that I like 
itt—when there are fellows here 
who say they would be willing to 
pay from one to two hundred dol. 
lars just to get out of it, I can see 
where it will be a long year for 
them because there’s no way they 
can get out. 


“Well, I met a pal here,—he only 
bunks five minutes walk from me, 
and I met several fellows I knew 
in Lawrence. As I was saying in 
the ‘beginning, the reason I didn’t 
write sooner was they wouldn’t al- 
low us to go very far the first few 
days in camp and it go happened 
that the canteen had no stamps, 
So when I finally got sufficient time 
I made my way to my pal’s camp 
and borrowed enough supplies for 
two letters. 


“To hear some of the fellows talk 
you'd think they hadn’t been home 
for months or years,—not that I 
wouldn’t like to pay a visit myself, 
but it hasn’t bored me yet, We 
have been told that we will spend 
some months here, then go on 
maneuvers, probably to Virginia, 
But I'll got to come home at least 
once before I leave Camp Edwards 
for the south. 


“It mentioned the fact that the 
first meal was awful but I have no 
complaints of the ones that fol- 
lowed, cause they were very good. 
I was somewhat disappointed not to 
g0 down south at first but now as 
I look back and ahead I’m not sorry 
because it will break the year up 
and I'll thave a chance to come 
home and to see the south later 
on.”
